eral. 

But when it came to take part in 
the great Roman Catholic procession 
in London in 1908, the-duke in all 
his robes of office escorted Cardinal 
Vannutelli thro « the London 
streets, for he is England’s foremost 
Roman Catholic peer. In fact, he is 
sometimes called the unofficial am- 
bassador of the Vatican at the Court 
of St. James, and his influence, ‘tis 
said, had much to do with the 
changes in the accession oath. 

The duke is one of England's rich- 
est men, having an income of $7,500,- 
000 from London holdings slone. He 
owns 50,000 acres of the fairest coun- 
try-side in all Great Britain. Arun- 
del Castle, the great feudal estate, 
has been improved to the extent of 
$5,000,000 since he has held it—he 
inherited the title at the age of thir- 
teen. The neighborhood was once 
the home of Alfred the Great, and the 
castle has been the home of Norfolk’s 
family since the Anglo-Saxon days, 
long before William the Conqueror's

time. 

Norfolk’s tithe as premier of the 
twenty-eight dukes dates’ back to 
1483, the present holder being the 
fifteenth of the line. 

His other titles are very numerous, 
and to them are attached strange 
perquisites. As Butler of England. he 
is entitled to the King’s table cloth’ 
and a goblet of solid gold. As Mar- 
shat ne cout -cininrthe King’s pallrey 
after the coronation, if palfreys were 
fashionable, 

Altogether this extraordinary man 


many parts, for in addition to per- 
forming all his strange duties he has 
found time to serve as a soldier in 
the Boer war, and as Postmaster- 
General in the British Cabinet.

WILL GROW TREES FROM SEED 


— 


Plans Formulated for Seeding Denud- 
ed Sections of Quebec and 
New Brunswick 


St. John, N.B.—Following an ex- 
tensive investigation on re-forestation,. 
an American lumber company now 
operating in New Brunswick — plans 
immediate action in re-foresting the 
more denuded parts of the province. 
Nurseries will be established at Sal- 
mon River and Martin’s Head where 
trees will be grown from seed. The 
company has fifty thousand acres at 
Cookshire, Quebee, which will be 
seeded this spring. The work to be 
done this year, ft is understood, is 
merely preparatory to extensive re- 
forestation in New Brunswick and 
Maine. A forestry expert has just re- 
turned from an extended trip which 
included many places offering ma- 
terial for study and observation on 
the subject of re-forestation
